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Olympics  Tainted  by  Controversy

As  the  2000  Summer  Olympics 
in  Sydney,  Australia,  came  to  a 
dramatic  close,  the  United  States 
emerged  as  the  overwhelming  victor, 
yet  American  athletics  were  widely 
criticized  around  the  world.  The  United 
States  defeated  Russia  and  China  in 
overall  medal  finishes  with  97,  to 
Russia’s  88  and  China’s  59;  the 
Americans  also  claimed  more  gold 
medal  finishes,  garnering  39  to 
Russia's  32  and  China’s  28. 

These  amazing  results, 
however,  were  arguably  tainted  by  the 
conduct  of  America’s  finest  athletes. 
In  the  first  days  of  the  Olympics, 
American  swimmer  Gary  Hall  stirred 
controversy  when  he  jokingly  said  of 
the  Australian  swimmers  “...we  will 
smash  them  like  guitars."  Indeed  the 
Americans,  did  smash  the  Australians 
in  swimming  competitions,  winning  14 
events,  roughly  40  percent  of  the  total, 
and  placing  in  19  others. 

America’s  track  and  field 
athletes  also  ran  away  with  the  field, 
picking  up  20  medals— 12  more  than 
second  place  Ethiopia. 

Yet  these  athletes  came  under 
fire  as  well 
because  of  the 
conduct  of 
their  men’s 
4x100  meter 
relay  team. 

After 
capturing  a 
gold  medal, 
this  relay  team 
ran  a  victory 
lap  that  turned 
a  stadium  filled 
with  over 
100,000 
spectators 
against  them. 

As  they 
rounded  the 
track  they 
pranced  and 
clowned, 
stopping 
frequently  to 
pose  for 
cameras  and 
flex  their  muscles.  They  were  met  with  a 
loud  chorus  of  whistling,  the  Australian 
equivalent  to  booing.  As  the  Americans 
made  it  to  the  medal  podium  and  The 
Star  Spangled  Banner  was  playing, 
however,  their  clowning  continued. 
They  were  later  openly  criticized  by 
their  fellow  American  runners. 

Even  in  basketball,  a  sport  in 


which  American  men  have  been 
untouchable  in  recent  history,  America 


faced  criticism  from  the  rest  of  the  world. 
The  Americans  did  win  the  gold  medal, 
but  they 
didn’t  win 
by  the 

margin 
expected  by 
a  team  of 
their  caliber. 
In  a 

semifinal 
game  that 
came  down 
to  the  final 
shot,  they 
squeaked 
out  an  85-83 
win  over 
lowly 
Lithuania. 
Then  in  the 
gold  medal 
game  they 
won  75-65 
over  France, 
who  had 
pulled 
within  four 
of  the  US  with  four  minutes  left  to  go  in 
the  game.  The  US  Dream  Teams  that 
won  gold  medals  in  1 992  and  1 996  won 
every  game  by  at  least  22  points.  This 
team  was  lacking  some  star  power,  as 
Tim  Duncan,  Grant  Hill,  Kobe  Bryant, 
and  Shaquille  O’Neal  did  not  even 
attend  the  Olympics,  but  the  Americans 
had  a  talent  level  so  far  above  their 


opponents’  that  their  close  games  seem 
to  be  a  result  of  a  weak  effort.  Said 
Lithuania's  Sarunas  Jasikevicius, 


“They're  treating  this  like  a  vacation.” 
To  top  off  all  the  controversy.  Dr.  Robert 


Voy,  the  former  chief  medical  officer  of 
the  US  Olympic  Committee,  claimed  in 
an  affidavit  that  that  the  U.S. 
Olympic  committee  was  involved 
in  covering  up  positive  drug 
tests  of  American  athletes.  Voy 
also  stated,  “Based  on  my 
experience  and  expertise.  I 
believe  the  use  of  performance 
enhancing  drugs  is  common 
among  American  Olympic-level 
athletes.’’ 

These  incidents  have 
tainted  Olympic  games  of  which 
Americans  could  have  been 
truly  proud.  These  games  could 
have  served  as  a  shining  example 
of  American  excellence  on  an 
international  stage. 

American  4x  1 600  meter 
relay  member.  Antonio  Pettigrew, 
said,  “We  have  an  image  to 
portray,  we  represent  the  USA 
proudly  and  there’s  a  time  and  a 
place  for  everything."  Pettigrew 
is  right:  the  embarrassing 
conduct  of  these  American 
Olympians  could  not  have  come 
at  a  worse  time  or  in  worse  place.
